London, April 9.—Premier Bonar 
Law, Britain’s exponent of “tranquil- 
lity,” called the house of commons to- 
gether Monday after the tory govern- 
ment had received another stinging 
defeat at the polls and as England 
seethed with discord over these vexa- 
tious problems: 2 

One: Unemployment. The legions 
of unemployed, who have never been 
absorbed in industry since the demob- 
ilization of the army, have been en- 
banced by thousands of strikers, par- 
ticularly farm hands; a general walk- 
out of a half million rail workers is 
threatened if wages are reduced; and 
a strike of 40,000 building trade em- 
ployes impends, 

Big Housing Shortage. 

Two: Housing. Lack of adequate 
housing facilities, and the consequent 
increase in rents, has caused great 
dissatisfaction all over the country. 
The government has not yet offered a 
solution of the problem which meets 
with much satisfaction from any side. 

Three: The budget. Stanley Bald- 
win, chancellor of the exchequer, finds 
it impossible to reduce taxes, the 
pledge made by the tory government 
at the polls after David Lloyd 
George's downfall. The labor party 
is demanding a capital levy in order 
to reduce the levy on the poor. 

Four: Aerial armament. Even mem- 
bers of Bonar Law’s own party are 
demanding that the government build 
a huge aerial armada, equal at least, 
to that of France. There is increasing 
fear of the superiority of the French 
in the air. The labor party is pledged 
to vote against all appropriations for 
arinament. 

Ruhr Widely Discussed. 

Five: Internatio..al relations. The 
French occupation of the Ruhr is 
causing widespread discussion and 
there is criticism on all sides of the 
attitude of “benevolent neutrality” 
maintained by the government. Bonar 
Law, in his opening address in the 
house, declared that there was no 
change in the tory policy and that 
lhe had no announcement to make con- 


cerning the recent vistt of Leuis Lou- 
cheur, the French industrialist, to 


Continued on Page 6, Column 4.

“By all means, let us further reduce 
navies; but let us at the same time 
carry out America’s proposal made 
in the Washington conference that 
there should be a corresponding re- 
duction of land armies, of submarines, 
and of military Airplanes.” That

Action on Clemency

Big Crowd Hears Debate 


| Following hearing of arguments by 


counsel on both sides, on the question 
of commutation for George and Ralph 
Baker, Walker county brothers sen- 
terced to hang, and receipt of a peti- 
tion trem President D. H. Berrymun, 
of the Seventh District Educational 
association, Governor Hardwick on 
Monday granted a respite of two 
wecks to the two youths. 

The gevernor took the case under 
auvisenient at the conclusiok of tne 
hearing and wil] announce his decision 
curing the period of two weeks which 
tne respite granted allows him. 

After the hearing before the prison 
commission about one month ago, .hat 
vwody recommended commutation to 
lite immisonment for Ralph Baker, 
on accuunt of bis age, but refused to 
revommend mercy for George, saying

President Berryman had asked the 
covernor, even if he did not commute 
the sentence to change the date for 
sangings trom Friday, April 13, 
inasmuch as this is the date of the 
seventh district school contest and 
LaFavette, county seat of Walker, is 
preparing for a big celebration on that 
occasion. 

Demonstrations Forbidden. 

Governor Hardwick at the opening 
of the hearing for clemency, which 
wus held in the senate chamber in or- 
der to accommodate large numbers of 
people who have become interested in 
the cnse, announced that no manites- 
tations of approval or disapproval 
from the audience would be permitted. 
Iie also announced that no one would 
be allowed to speak except counsel 
for either side and that no others 
would be heard exrept at the request 
of counsel. He divided the time equal- 
ly between the prosecution and de-| 
jense and, inasmuvh as the onus of 
proof was upon the defense, allowed 
them the opening and closing argu- 
ments.

He told 
how George Baker had threatened 
to shoot a traveling man, a passenger 
on the train, when the man, a total 
stranger, refused to drink the whisky 
which he proferred. He also told how 
George Baker had stolen the fuses 
from the train which are used for 
signalling, and how he had threatened 
the conductor with his gun when thai 
official remonstrated with them. 

He then described how the brothers 
were put off the train at Durham 
ard how they accosted J. W. Morton, 
ar aged deputy sheriff, who was at 
the depot to meet his daughter com- 
ing in on the same train. They went 
up to this old man he said and asked 
if he had a warrant for them. He 
asked them their. names.and they told 
him whereupon he informed them he 
did not have a warrant for them. 

Then, continued Mr. Rosser, one 
of them cursed and contradicted him,. 
suying, “Yes, you have got a warrans 
and now try to serve it.” 

Felled and Killed Him. 

According to the story told by Mr, 
Rosser, George Baker then struck the 
old man and knocked him down, 
whereupon Ralph Baker shot him 
three times. lean then drew his 
own gun and emptied it, but, in his 
dying condition, all his shots went 
wild. 

George Baker, then, said Mr. Ros- 
ser, drew a gun and also fired at 
the old man. Morton died within four 
minutes, his head ih his daughter's 
lap, while the Baker brothers walked 
away 

“As they turned away,” said Mr. 
Rosser, “Ralph Baker turned around 
and said, ‘Is that hot enough for you?’ 
Ii it is not, then, damn you, we will 
give you some more.’ 

“There never was a more delib- 
erate, cold-blooded murder committed 
by Jesse and Frank James. The first 
hold-up and murder committed by 
those two infamous characters of out- 
lawry occurred when they were seven- 
teen and fifteen years of age.” 

Attorney Rosser. pointed out that 
nething was said either about the age 
of Ralph Baker or the mental cor- 
dition of George Baker, when the 
were tried, convicted and pert ne. 
It is only since then, when the cases 
reached the prison commission and 
governor, that these angles to the ar- 
guments of the defense have come up, 
he said. 

Raps Clemency Seekers. 

Concluding, Attorney Rosser, in 
scathing language, condemned the ac 
tions of ‘the numerous organizations, 
of all sorts and conditions, from Maine 
to California, which have deluged the 
governor with letters begging clemen- 
ey for these two. 

“When Walker county begins t 
take it upon itself to try all the mur 
der cases between Maine and Cali- 
fornia it will be time for these peo- 
ple to interfere, and not before,” he 
said. He also paid attention to the 
Atlanta people who have worked for 
clemency, saying that Walker county 
did not try to interfere to prevent the 
hanging of Frank Dupre, a “boy ban- 
dit,” recently convicted and hanged 
in Fulton county. 

Answering the charge that the age 
and mentality questions had not been 
brought up at the trials, Attorney 
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Avoids Trap With Nurse 
and Food as Bait—Let- 
ter Called Fake. 


Two men, believed to have aided in 

the escape of Gerald Chapman, “mil- 
licn-dollar bandit,” from the Athens 
hospital, arrested in Washington, D. 
C., by department of justice agents, 
who had followed them from Athens, 
were released after undergoing a se- 
vere grilling by New York federal of- 
ficials, it was learned here Monday. 
The men, described as being drug- 
addicts, denied any part in Chapman's 
delivery from the hospital, it was 
stated. Both were gaid to be of dark 
complexion and believed to be foreign- 
ers, according to announcements by 
L. J. Baley, head of the Atlanta de- 
partment of justice office. ‘They are 
being kept under strict surveillance 
although no clues as to their com- 
plicity in Chapman’s escape were 
strong enough to warrant holding 
them, 
Another development Monday, it 
was announced, disclosed a note pur- 
porting to have been written by Chap- 
man begging food and money, which 
had been received by Miss Cora Lee 
Ramsey, a nurse in the Athens hos- 
pital, 

The uote had asked that the nurse 
meet Chapman at a point several 
blocks from the huspital at 8:30 Sat- 
urday night. Acting under instruc- 
tions of federal authorities, the nurse 
had made her appearance at the desig- 
nated point but Chapman failed to 
show up. 

Local agents stated that one of the 
two strangers seen in Athens on the 
day of Chapman’s first escape from 
the hospital had served a term in the 
Atlanta federal prison and that both 
are well known to federal agents. 

It is the belief of Athens depart- 
ment of justice members, as well as 
lccal representatives, that Chapman 
is still in Athens. L. J. Baley, head 
of the Atlanta department of justice, 
declared Monday that Chapman was 
in no physical condition to permit 
bim to walk any distance, and that 
wherever the bandit might be, 1t would 
be necessary for him to receive medi- 
ca’ attention or he would soon die 
from his wounds, inflicted in the first 
capture, His condition, Baley de- 
clared, is so serious that an automo- 
bile trip of any length would be im- 
possible. 


CHAPMAN LETTER 

BELIEVED FAKk. - 

Athens, Ga., April 9.—Department 
of justice agents today were said to 
be about convinced that a letter which 
a woman told them she received Sat- 
urday from Gerald Chapman, escaped 
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indicate ¢ that she: might have know:- 
edge of the escaped convict, it was 
aaiee. She is under surveillance 
also. 

The white woman’s-identity has 
not been made public. 

The writing on the envelope in 
which the letter to the nurse was 
transmitted was examined closely and 
compared with specimens of Chap- 
man’s writing, but bore no resem- 
blance to it, the officers declared. The 
letter was postmarked at Athens. 

The federal operatives are still 
working on the theory that outside 
parties assisted in the escape of Chap- 
man from the penitentiary where he 
was serving a 25-year sentence for 
participation in a million-dollar mail 
robbery in New York in 1921. Wil- 
liam J. Burns, director of the bureau

It was 
only on the pleadings of an aged jus- 
tice of the peace that the law be 
allowed to take its course, he said, 
that the mob desisted from their pur- 
pose and allowed George Baker to 
go to jail and stand trial for murder. 
He contendd that this conduct by the 
mob showed its willingness to stand by 
the constituted authorities, and argued 
that “this other mob,” which; “moved 
by hysteria and sentiment,” is trying 
to prevent the carrying out of the 
sentence, is little better than the first 
one.

rie vo from the department of agri- 
Culture and after it matured and bore 
the first fruits or it were sent to 
Vashington and as it was first fruit- 
ca at Thomasville the department pro- 
poses to call it the Thomasville Cit- 
rangeguat. 

This new fruit is said to be resist- 
ent to low winter temperature and 
string frosts and also pussesses great 
resistance to disease of all sorts, It 
is Said to be very juicy and its de- 
lightful flavor renders it desirable for 
cool drinks as the juice content is 
abundant when the fruit is only half 
stuwn, go that it can be used very 
early in the season. 

Its practical utilization will be 
ehiefly as an ade drink and marmal- 
ade. It is of very vigorous growth 
and tan be well used as desirnble 
stock tpon which to graft the WSat- 
sutna «fenge. Both the Satsuma and 
kumqvat grow and bear splendidly 
hare so that the next fruit should be 
equally or more desirable for cultiva- 
tion in this section.

Discusses Hollomon’s 
Taxation Address 


(From the “City and State,” official 
organ of the City club of Atlanta.) 

In his long table discussion on 
taxation, Citizen James A, Hollomon 
outlined a plan of taxation for the 
state which should have the careful 
study of every man in Georgia, The 
committee on taxation, without com- 
mitting itself to the plan, believes it 
to be the best yet offered and that it 
certainly offers a fair basis on which 
to construct a tax system which will 
be adequate, fair and equitable 

Hollomon'’s points follow: 

1. The classification of property referred 
to shonld be made so as to encournge and 
not embarrase either farm, live stock, busl- 
ness or industrial operations. 

2. The revaluations should be uniformly 
and rigidly on a merchantable basis, which 
wh! automatically repeal the present equal- 
ization law, about which there is much 
complaint. 

3. The rates should be nominal, #o that 
the total levies shall be much emaller in 
the aggregate, in dollars and cents, than 
now paid In taxes. 

4. The rate on intangibles should be ex- 
tremely nominal and not retroactive. 

5. Frankly I believe in then exempting 
Intangibles from county or municipal taxa- 
tion. 

6. The income tax rates, graduated aud 
npminal—particularly nominal as to the 
sthaller incomes—should apply to individual 
earnings of non-property holders, and not to 
the embarrassment of agriculture or indus- 
try; and where the ‘‘income’’ is predicated 
upon both property and individual earning 
capacity, as is the merchant's income, to 
lillustrate, then the double taxation should 
be avoided by fully remitting the lesser 
tax. 

7. The whole system should be written 
in the constitution of the state, with the 
maximum rates fixed, #0 that the same 
shall be fixed and definite, and not sub- 
jected to political and legisiative footballing. 

&. Figuring roughly, this system wilF pro 
vide in Georgia an income of around 810,- 
000,000 for state putposes, exclusive of the 
occupation tax, which at present is a crazy 
quilt, and the other taxes, such as utility, 
corporation, inheritance, etc., and the spe- 
clal taxes now allocated to road ce¢onstruc- 
tion and to retiring the obligaticns made

babies. A few years ago it was not! 
at all unusual for mothers to shirk | 
or evade this duty on such flimsy | 
grounds as social distractions, busi- 
ness responsibilities and even fear of 
Physical detriment. Evolution im-' 
proves the quality“of the race. The 
reluctant and 60 per cent mothers 
raise inferfor children, if any; the 100 
per cent mothers perpetuate the race, 

Numerous impediments, obstacles 
or accidents may defeat the young 
mother’s effort to give her baby a 
square deal; most of these accidents 
occur in the first few days or weeks 
of the nursing period. I wish.to give 
brief suggestions or instructions here 
in the prevention of these accidents, 
according to the present medical prac- 
tice, not my own ideas, 

Cracked or fissurd nipples prevent 
successful nursing by making the 
nursing act too painful and by afford- 
ing a portal of entrance for bacteria 
which produce inflammation of 
abscess of the breast. To prevent this, 
it is the praetice of some good phy- 
sicians to advise daily applications 
of this solution to the nipples for 
a month or two before the arrival of 
the baby: 

Borie acid............ Tablespoonful 
Boiled water...... 8 tablespoonsfuls 
Grain aleohol .. 

Snough to fill a six ounce bottle. 

his shoutd be applied with pledgets 
of cotton. Perhaps a better plan is 
that suggested by Dr. J. M. Selmons 
in his excellent little book. “The 
Prospective Mother,” (published by D. 
Appleton & Co., New York city): 

“The nipples are scrubbed for five 
minutes, night and mornings, with soap 
and warm water. Generally a soft 
brush such as a complexion brush, ig 
satisfactory: but if this is too harsh, 
at first a wash cloth may be used. 
After having been thoroughly serubbed 
the nipples are anointed with lanolin 
and covered with a small square of 
clean old linen to prevent soiling of 
the clothing.” 

In some instances retracted or de- 
pressed nipples interfere with nursing. 
The older way to overcome this con- 
sisted of covering the nipple with the 
mouth of a bottle which had been 
previously warmed; the cooling of the 
bottle drew out the nipple. Probably 
a better method is for the mother to 
seize the nipple between her thumb 
and finger (first having thoroughly 
washed the hands) and alternately 
pull it out and allow it to retract. 
practicing this manipulation night and 
morning for a few minutes for several 
weeks before the baby’s arrival if 
there is retraction or depression of the 
nipple. ; 

If the nipples are cracked or fis- 
sured in spite of these precautions, no 
medicament should be applied except 
under the physician's direction, for it 
is a serious matter. Nor should such 
appliances as nipple shields, breast 
pumps of protectors of any descrip- 
tion ever be ured unless by specific 
direction of the physician. There 1s 
probabd'y more risk involved in the 
use of a pump to empty the breart 
than by expression of the milk by the 
nurse or the mother herself as in- 
structed by the physician.

Paris, April 9.—Louis lLoucheur, 

France’s richest man who ‘went 
“over the head” of Premier Poincare 
by negotiating with the British for- 
elgn office, has apparently succeeded 
in bringing the allies together in an- 
other partey which may result in un- 
tangling the reparations and inte;-al- 
lied debt problem. 

Through the efforts of Loeucheur, 
who is allied with President Miller- 
and and other political foes of Pvcin- 
care, it was generally believed Mon- 
day, Britain has been induced to sit 
again at the conference table and dis- 
cuss with Belzium and France a 
means of bringing Europe out of 
chaos. 

It is significant that the Marquis 
of Crewe, British ambassador to 
Paris, and Loucbeur have been in- 
vited to attend the Franco-Belzian 
conference on the Ruhr to be held 
here over the week-end. This wi’! be 
the first time that Britain has par- 
tictpated in a parley that is tanta- 
mount to an inter-ailied conference 
since the January meeting collapsed 
after Premier Bonar Law and Pre- 
mier Poincare became deadlocked over 
the issue of German reyarations, 

It is believed in some quarters that 
Britain is perhaps willing to scale 
cown the French and’ Belgian debts 
if the two nations will agree to make 
some concessions in th? Ruhr and 
espouse a general policy of leniency 
toward Germany. The fact that Lou- 
echeur, last fall, publicly advocated a 
general cancellation of war debts on 
the grounds that Europe never could 
pay for all the damage wrought dcur- 
ing the war, leads to this conclusion.

There is also the danger of broken 
hands, and once a boxer’s hands go 
back on him he might as well quit. 
Lew Tendler is a good example of 
what happens when the fists get brit- 
tle. A boxer may be able to go along 
vhen his eyes are bad. Pete Herman 
fought as the bantamweight champion 
for years with only one eye and no 
one knew it, and even when it be- 
came public that he had one eye gone 
and the other bad he fought success- 
fully for some time. A boxer may 
niso succeed when he gets slow on big 
feet, but he can’t go any place when 
his hands are bad. 

Most modern boxers go in for 
swinging on the theory that man- 
killers are the only ones who can draw 
crowds. I will not try to deny that a 
card promising a battle between. two 
maulers will attract more than one of 
the alleged dancing acts of two boxe 
ers, but the boxe.s will make enough 
roney to satisfy the ordinary man 
and they'll be boxing and making 
good money a long time after the 
maulers are having benefits for them- 
selves.

Des Moines, Iowa, April 9.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—At confer- 
énces of eight departments of the Na- 
tional League of Women Voters here 
this afternoon, women were urged to 
lend their co-operation in the preven- 
tion of war, to take an active part 
in party polities and to exert their 
influence in the bringing about of bet- 
ter efficiency in world governménts. 

While the conference on child wel- 
faré, education, women in industfy, 
and other similar topics were well 
attended, the conference on interna- 
tional co-operation to prevent war 
and the one on efficiency in govern- 
ment were the headliners. 

Professor Edward M. Earle, of Co- 
lumbia university, New York, told 
the delegations that while no war 
was imminent as a result of eco- 
nomie relations abroad, there is a se- 
rious prospect of a long line of puni- 
tive expeditions. These expeditions, 
he said, will be forced upon this 
country unless there is a speedy de- 
parture from the present formula of 
the government's military. obligation 
fo protect the American dollar when 
it ventures abroad. 

Professor Earle’s speech disagreed 
in some respects to the one delivered 
by Fred J. Libby, of Washington, 
secretary of the national council to

NEW HIGHS SEEN 
IN WHEAT PRICES 


Prospects of Delay in 
Seeding and Reduced 
Acreage Bring Advances. 
Close Is Unsettled. 


Chicago, Ill., April 9.—With pros- 
pects that seeding will be late in the 
northwest and the acreage much re- 
duced, wheat today reached new high 
price records for the season. Closing 
quotations were unsettled at 1-4c to 
o-te net advance. May 1.23 34 to 
1.23 7-8 and July 1.20 7-8 to 121. 
Corn and oats also outdid the sea- 


sun’s previous top figures for some 
deliveries. Corn gained 1 1-8 to 1 1-4 
to 1 1-2¢ net, and oats 3-8 to 1-2 to 
o-8c. In provisions, the outcome ya- 
ried from 2¢ decline to a rise of 10e. 

Frozen ground and snowdrifts in 
the spring wheat belt was said to 
mean that ten days or more would 
have to elapse before farmers through- 
out a large stretch of territory could 
do any field work. 

Evening up operations to prepare 
for the government crop report eased 
the wheat at times, but at the las’ 
values swung upward again, with 
indications that big shorts were coy- 
ering. Liberal primary receipts exer- 
cised a temporary bearish influence. 
After the close, much division of sen- 
timent was shown as to how the gov- 
ernment report should be construed, 
the majority of traders, however, ap- 
pearing to lean to a bullish view. Gen- 
eral buying and scarcity of offerings 
lifted coin and oats. 

Provisions rallied in sympathy 
with grain, although weak at first 
owing to a decline in hog values.

New York, April 9.—With Secre- 
tary Mellon recommending that fed- 
eral taxes be reduced in the second 
very optimistic statement given out 
by the treasury within the past few 
days, speculative Wall street expected 
an.active stock market today with 
prices adgancing. Instead, trading 
was very dull with some of the oil 
shares soft on rumors of combina- 
tion price cuts in both crude and re- 
fined because of over production. 

Today’s most interesting news de- 
velopment was the announcement by 
the American Woolen company that 
$10,000,000 of new preferred stock 
was to be offerea to shareholders of 
the company at par to obtain needed 
working capital. Recently rumors 
have been widely circulated that 
American Woolen with very large 
earnings was planning a stock divi- 
dend. It seems now, however, that 
unexpectedly higher wages and higher 
inventory costs make necessary the 
raising of more working capital. The 
new plans, it is belived by Wall street, 
puts an end to talk of stock divi- 
dends. These banking houses will 
underwrite the offering of new stock. 

Fire losses continue to grow, the 
figures for March for this country 
and Canada being a new high record 
at $41,159,000 against $39,910,000 a 
year ago and $28,581,000 two years 
ago. For the first quarter of the 
year there was a new high record at 
$120,545,000 against $107,878,000 
for the same period of 1922 and 
$89,789,000 for 1921. 

Many Extra Dividends. 

No less than 175 corporations dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1923 either 
declared extra dividends, increased 
the regular dividend, declared an ini- 
tial payment or declared back divi- 
dends on cumulative shares.

“Buyers of cotton did not place as 
much business with manufacturers in 
March as in January and February, 
but the mills continued to run better 
than normal, on the whole, on the 
large volume of business previously 
accepted. The sharp break in raw 
cotton, uncertainity as to the price 
level at which the new crop will come 
onto the market, realization that re- 
tail prices of cotton goods have not 
been on a parity with production costs 
and mill prices and apprehension in 
some qarters lest advances at retail 
would restrict consumption combined 
to discourage buyers from operating far 
ahead. Meanwhile. unsettlement as to 
the wages of cotton mill workers led 
manufacturers to limit forward sales. 
On many descriptions of cloth. prices 
eacéd moderately, but not as much as 
cotton declined. the manufactured 
roods holding steadier than the raw 


increase in labor costs at the mills. 
‘The increase of 12 1-2 per cent an- 
nounced by most New England mills 
wil} raise hourly wages of the north 
to about 133 per cent above the pre- 
war level. For the past two years 
rates have been about 109 per cent 
above pre-war. At the high point of 
the 1919-1920 boom they were 169 per 
cent above the 1914 scale. When the
